Thin-skinned

THOSE thin-skin- 
ned NSL officials 
who reacted nega- 
tively to press 
criticism of the 
1989 grand final 
organisation have 
missed the point. 

The media can also 
do their sums. 

It did not take a 
genius to figure out 
that with Sydney 
Olympic in the grand 
final, whose other par- 
ticipant was the team 
which attracted the 
most spectators in the 
regular season, the 
crowd was always 
going to be a large 
one. 

Actually, an antici- 
pated attendance of 
25,000 had been ban- 
died around by several 
soccer scribes. 

NSL officialdom can 
hardly take any credit 
for the size of the 
crowd. 

The press, especially 
the SYDNEY MOR- 
NING HERALD 
which gave the event 
saturation pre-game 
coverage and the 
Greek and Italian-lan- 
guage media, can take 
most of the credit for 
the 23,000-plus crowd. 

So can officials of 
both clubs who rallied 
their supporters to 
whip up the sort of in- 
fectious enthusiasm 
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which almost sells out 
stadiums. 

Almost, but not 
quite, and that's where 
the NSL brass goofed. 

Had the grand final 
been the only game 
played in Sydney on 
‘August 13 and more 
attention paid to 
distributing free tickets 
to the tens of 
thousands of youngs- 
ters who play the 
game, via their junior 
associations, gates at 
the 27,000-capacity 
Parramatta venue 
would have been 
closed 30 minutes be- 
fore the kick-off. 

The press did not 
Jambast the occasion 
— which was truly 
magnificent — but the 
manner in which the 
SL went about “en- 
tertaining™ the fans 
once they filed into the 
stadium. 

What made the 
press “‘sit back and 
laugh" was not the 
forecast of a “24,000 
attendance”, as one 
NSL official put it, but 
the botch-up of the 
pre-game presenta- 
tion. 

And that was 
enough to make a 
grown man cry. 

If one wanted to be 
uncharitable, one 
could say the 1989 
grand final was such a 
memorable occasion 
despite the NSL .. .

NSL CLUBS REVISITED 


Apia’s bumpy road 


Despite an inglo- 
rious 10th place in 
the final standings, 
few of the handful 
of remaining club 
faithful would 
complain about 


season. 

Most had antici- 
pated the season with 
trepidation following 
internal changes as re- 
legation looked a dis- 
tinct possibility. 

‘That a drop in status 
was never on despite a 
spate of injuries to 
players is a tribute to 
the new management, 
now deposed coach 
Mike Urukalo and to 
the players. 

Getting off to a good 
start, Apia 
flirted with the Top 
Five and were actually 
lying in fifth spot after 
Round 18 before col- 
lapsing in a heap at the 
business end of the 
season. 


The club was in the 
unfortunate position of 
suffering more injuries 
to players than any 
other NSL side and 
more often than not 
Urukalo had to scratch 
for fit men amongst his 
walking wounded. 

Holders Apia lost 
their grip on the NSL 
Cup, but there again 
did much better than 
expected by reaching 
the semi-finals after 
disposing of cham- 
pions Marconi. 

In a season of pre- 
cious few highlights 
and minuscule home 
crowds at Lambert 
Park, the Leichhardt 
outfit fought bravely 
with the limited means 
at their disposal. 

Lack of funds pre- 
vented “big” off-sea- 
son transfers. Conse- 
quently, it was indeed 
a motley crew which 
defended the club’s 
famous maroon col- 
ours in 1989. 

Captain Tony Pez- 
zano preached by ex-

ample. The only ever- 
present with 26 league 
appearances, he was 
also the team’s most 
consistent player over 
the season. 

New boy Mirko 
Radosavijevic 
anchored a defence 
which conceced 35 
goals with obvious, if 
at times reckless, rel- 
ish, but on the whole 
he was a positive influ- 
ence. 

Mark Brown, who

THAT's it, end of 
argument. 

If I never hear some- 
one rubbishing the 
NSL finals system ever 
again it will be too 
soon. 

‘The 1989 grand final 
proved for once and all 
time that the finals 
system is the way to go 
in the NSL. 

It is the most 
marketable product 
we've ever come up 
with and that memor- 
able Sunday when over 
23,000 turned out at 
Parramatta Stadium 
for the Marconi vs 
Olympic clash proved 
that beyond doubt. 

The NSL — indeed 
the game of soccer it- 
self — has very little 
credibility amongst 
Australia’s general 
community. 

‘Thus, whatever we 
do must be considered 
in the context of what 
is good for the game. 

And was the 1989 


finals series good for 
the game? 

You bet it was. 

In Melbourne you'll 
still find those wretch- 
ed, stuffy bores who've 
spent the past month 
or so huffing and puff- 
ing about the tradi- 
tions of the first-past- 
the-post method of de- 
ciding a championship. 

Which is all well and 
good overseas where 
our code of football is 
the undisputed king. 

But 23,000 bums on 
seats at Parramatta 
told the traditionalists 
to go and blow their 
hot air elsewhere in a 
most emphatic 
fashion. 

Quite the loveliest 
phone call ASW has 
had to its Melbourne 
offices in recent times 
came from a nice 
Liverpudlian lady the 
day after the 1989 
grand final. 

She related that she 
and her husband had 
watched both the Eng- 
lish Charity Shield 
game and the NSL 


grand final played on 
the same weekend.

The top five play- 
offs have become the 
NSL's only, at least at 
this stage, really 
marketable product. 


It is bringing us into

They love a ‘big 
event’. 

And a packed house 
at Parramatta is cer- 
tainly that. The pinna- 
cle of the season with 
ally the crowds, the 
colour and the two 
best teams, meeting in 
mortal combat. 

The figures prove 
that even our died-in- 
the-wool fans want it. 

In the glory days of 
Melbourne’s champ- 
ionships during the 
mid-1980s a total of 
83,000 fans passed 
through the turnstiles 
for finals games in 
1984/85 and 86. 

In the days of the 
old Northern Division 
crowds of 11,000 and 
13,000 attended the 
1986 and 1985 grand 
finals respectively. 

The 1986 two-legged 
Adelaide City vs Syd- 
ney Olympic play-off 
drew an aggregate 
23,000. 


And you cannot 
argue with the 17,000 
and 23,000-plus of the 
past two seasons. 

The fans love the 
colour, the atmos- 
phere and the associ- 
ated drama in the 
build-up to games. 

The argument that 
by adopting the finals 
system we fall out of 
step with the rest of 
the world is garbage. 

Surely, the FA Cups 
and even World Cups 
are nothing more than 
knock-out finals type 
competitions. 

I rarely recall a 
World Cup-winning 
nation not being right- 
ly acknowledged as the 
best team of that 
particular era. 

Knock-out cup win- 
ners are always re- 
vered as worthy 
winners. 

‘Why is this not so of 
the finals? 

It comes down to the 
season’s best teams 
pitted head-to-head 
playing in front of the 
biggest crowds and 
under enormous 
pressure. 

That, I would sug- 
gest, is the test of a 
true champion team. 

In a recent soccer 
column I read some- 


where that ‘a respected 
world soccer journal’ 
had ridiculed the sys- 
tem and suggested that 
it was ‘indecipherable’. 

It seems pretty easy 
to me. 

And the result of the 
equation is success for 
the NSL. That’s what 
counts. 

Coaches might 
whinge about the 
vagaries of injury and 
suspensions during the 
finals. 

So what — coaches 
whinge all season long 
about the very same 
things. 

Injuries might cost a 
team dearly during the 
regular season as well. 

It’s all academic and 
those problems tend to 
even themselves out 
over the balance of the 
year anyway. 

And you'll never, 
even hear the coach or 
fan of a winning finals 
team complaining ab- 
out the system. 

As they say, winners 
can laugh and losers 
can please themselves. 

As for the system 
not being fair, that too 
is rubbish. 

If you finish first 
(the co-called minor 
premiers) you're given 
two games to win over 
four weeks and that 
month means plenty of 
time to scout the 
opposition, ease back 
injured players and 
generally get mentally 
right for the big occas- 
sion. 

The top team even 
gets another chance if 
it loses a game. 

To finish second or 
third you must win 
three times and you 
finish with another 
chance if you drop a 
game. 

Fourth or fifth and 
you must win four in 
Succession. 

If a team can beat 
the best other four in 
the land in succession 
it deserves a title. 

‘There is little to jus- 
tify any bleatings ab- 
out dropping the finals 
as part of today’s NSL. 

It’s a winner, that's 
what counts. 

The most memor- 
able games of recent 
years have almost all 
been finals and fans 
have kept flocking 
back to fill the 
grounds. 

And I'm betting that 
they'll keep coming 
back, 

My complaints num- 
ber just two. 

Why couldn't the 
ABC have seen fit to 
provide a live telecast 
of the 1989 grand final 
to fans out of NSW? 

And how long are 
we going to have to 
wait before we see an 
all-Melbourne grand 
final? 

Oh well, I guess we 
can’t have everything.

“Can Manchester Un- 
ited win the League 
this season?” remains 
categorically in the 
affirmative. 

Devotées of Eng- 
land’s most frustrated 
soccer club would 
neither expect nor 
wish to hear anything 
different. 

‘When people ask 
me; ‘When will United 
n the champion- 
2” 1 say, ‘Tomor- 
row’,” Ferguson said. 

“After 22 years 
without the title, every 


minute matters.” Yet 
after all these years of 
llusionment, isn’t it 
about time their 
followers accepted the 
truth behind the well- 
intentioned pro- 
9 

It is going to take a 
lot longer than three 
seasons in charge for 
Ferguson for anyone 
else to overhaul a team 
with a 20-year start on 
the field. 

The honest, even 
commendable but ulti- 
mately vain efforts of 
Frank O'Farrell, 
Tommy Docherty, 
Dave Sexton and Ron 
Atkinson bear testi- 
mony to that. 

The sooner United’s 
faithful come to terms 
with that fact, the 
sooner United can set 
about making up 
ground on the Liver- 
pool dynasty. Fergu- 
son accepted the real- 
ity a long time ago. 

“For this club to be 
successful, the mana- 
ger would have to be 
here years.” 
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Ferguson says that 
when he joined United 
in November 1986, 
Johnny Giles, the for- 
mer Manchester Un- 
ited and Leeds United 
player, wrote that Fer- 
guson knew nothing 
about the club that he 
was going to manage. 

“He was dead 
right,” Ferguson said. 
“But how do you get 
the experience and 
who has it? 

“Lots of people 
have played here with 
great success but they 
couldn't manage. 

“It takes time to get 
to know a club in- 
timately.” 

Some of the dis- 
coveries that Ferguson 
made when he left the 
comparative security 
of Aberdeen for “the 
greatest club in the 
world” shocked him. 

“It was a chance to 
realise my ambitions, 
even to the extent of 
bringing in players like 
Ruud Gullit. That's 
the way you think. But 
the financial base was 
not what everyone be- 
lieves. 

“You would think 
that a club that can 
command £50,000 
gates should able to 
buy anyone they 
wanted. But that was 
not the case.”” 

An indication, 
perhaps, of how out- 
siders still view Un- 
ited’s wealth was illus- 
trated by Middles- 
brough’s refusal to 
accept Ferguson's $3 
million offer for Pallis- 
ter, its promising but 
as yet largely unproven 
central defender. 

“Hopefully, our di- 
rectors have now rec- 
ognised that the Liver- 
pool philosophy of 
buying the best is the 
only way,” Ferguson 
said, 

If this sounds as 
though yet another 
United manager has 
turned his back on the 
rich vein of youth out 
of which United once 
so famously and 
romantically mined its 
teams, Ferguson does 
not mean to. 

Indeed, he has made 
it a priority to reopen 
those old shafts and 
United now boasts one 
of the most vibrant 
youth policies in the 
country. 

Darren, one of his 
three sons, is a second 
year apprentice at Old 
Trafford. 

It is-here, rather 
than in the costly and 
dubious market-place, 
that United's best 
hope of catching up 
those lost years on 
Liverpool lies.

a button. 


Total cost of build- 
ing the stadium will be 
$50 million, with the 
Dutch and local gov- 
ernments footing most 
of the bill. 


Vitesse, for their 
part, will have to come 
up with $3 million a 
year for the next 10 
years after the stadium 
is in use. 


How does a club 
which last season aver- 
aged just under 4,000 
spectators per home 
game manage this?
